’848. of William Joel Stone 
re- 
i ills the long career 
of

< ervice of an

splendid memorial was dedicated 
in 1935 on the court house square 
at Nevada, Missouri. 
The 
h ist 
and only Missourian to serve his 
tato in both houses of Congress 
•nd as governor, the 
length 
of 
Stone’s congressional services is 
e xceeded only by senators F ra n ­ 
cis M. Cockrell, Thom as H. Ben- 
t m and George G. 
Vest. 
For 
a 
period of m ore than tw enty-five 
years Stone, as congressman, gov­ 
ernor and senator, ably 
served 
the interests of Missouri during a 
• lay w hen 
State 
and 
national 
polities breeded vitriolic and bit­ 
ter invective. 
A native of Kentucky, 
Stone 
came to Missouri at the 
age 
of 
fifteen w hen 
he 
attended 
the 
State University for three years. 
Admitted to the bar shortly af­ 
terw ard, in 1869, he early tu r n ­ 
ed 
to 
politics 
as 
his 
n atural 
sphere. 
After serving as prose­ 
cuting attorney of Vernon coun­ 
ty from 1872 to 
1874, 
he 
was 
nom inated and 
elected 
on 
the 
Democratic ticket to 
the 
lower 
house 
of 
Congress 
in 
1884. 
Thenceforth, until his death, in 
1918, Stone was almost continu­ 
ously in the thick of national af- 
lairs and on more than one oc­ 
casion was the stormy petrel of 
State and national politics. 
As congressm an for three suc­ 
cessive term s- he declined to run 
for a fourth -Stone was a m em ­ 
ber of the Public 
Lands 
C om ­ 
mittee, of the Selective C om m it­ 
tee on Reform in ttit* Civil S erv ­ 
ice and of a selective com m ittee 
appointed to investigate the labor 
troubles in Pennsylvania in 1888. 
His m ajor services as 
congress­ 
man were in relation to the p ub­ 


lic lands. 
In this connection, 
he 
fought fearlessly for the forfeit­ 
ure of hundreds of thousands of 
acres of lands in the 
northwest 
which were fraudulently claimed 
by the railroads. 
In 1892, Stone becam e a 
can­ 
didate for governor an d entered 
vigorously into the field of State 
politics. 
About the sam e 
time, 
from 1896 to 1904, he served as a 
prom inent m em ber of the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee. 
As governor of Missouri 
from 
1893 to 1897, 
Stone 
gave 
the 
State an able adm inistration. His 
overnorship coincided with 
the 
financial stringency and panic of 
1893, 
the 
Am erican 
Railway 
Union strike and Coxey’s 
army. 
Missouri’s 
neighbors, 
Kansas, 
Iowa and 1 Illinois, had 
to 
call 
into requisition their state militia. 
Yet Stone not only 
successfully 
managed M issouri’s financial dif­ 
ficulties but handled 
the 
labor 
situation with 
such 
skill 
th a t 
there was no need to resort 
to 
State troops. 
As governor, Stone was stau n ­ 
chly supported by the m ain body 
of tiis party and bitterly hated by 
his enemies. 
In keeping with the 
sobriquet “G um Shoe Bill” 
be- 
towed upon him by the 
opposi­ 
tion, he usually “got th e re ” poli- 
tically and w hen the center of a 
storm of controversy stood 
im ­ 
perturbable. 
Later, in 
1902-03, 
w hen Joseph 
W. 
Folk 
rocked 
Missouri and the nation with his 
exposures of political “boodling”, 
Stone’s enem ies were unable 
to

arouse antagonism by his activi­
